Slegmund Freud, "the father of 
piycho-analysis," died here:to-day ot 
the age of 63.~-Keuter Bulletin, 

Born In Moravia 

Slegmund Freud, the originator of 
psychoanalysis, was born at Freie 
berg, Moravin, in May, 1856, the son 
of a tradesman. He studied medicine 
nt Vienna. ‘Then for n time he was a 
hospital surgeon, Later he tnught at 
Vienna University and in 1886 went 
to Paris as u pupil of Charcot. A 

Returning to Vienna, he was ap- 
pointed Jecturer on neurology and in}. 
1920 professor of thut subject. He was 
one of the thinkers who huve revolu- 
tlonised whole systems of research, His 
probings inte the dark and inscrutable 
renlm of the sub-conscious have 
brought strange and’ in some cases 
terrifying things to light, revealing us 
as the unconscious tools of hidden or 
suppressed appetites, wishes and Ine 


stincts, 
Remeinbering Aids 

His theory «sprang from the fnet 
that when patients were hypnotised 
they often remembered things they 
could not recall! in thelr ordinary 
state. Told -of these, they usually 
showed considernble emotlon * which 
scemed to have a salutary effect on 
nerve cases, Freud held that nervous 
trouble was due to Inadequate emo- 
tlonal response at the time of .certain 
unpleasant experiences nnd enlled the 
inducing of thls belated response the 
“euthnrtlc” or cleansing method and 
the response Stself “abreaction.”: 

Later he developed a special techni-

It was 
also said-that his wife was the widow 
of a Jew, That however. did not 
prevent him from expending all his 
oratorica! powers on pouring scorn 
upon them, It was ‘the surest and 
quicket way to power under Hitler.

President Roosevelt has requeat- 
ed, in efect, that the United States 
abandons the incongruous Neut- 
rallty Act, which has controlled 
much of the forcign policy of tho 
country since 1937, and reverts to 
International Law. - 

Under International Law = it 
would be permissible for Ameri- 
cans to sell war implements {o 
belligerents, providing the belli- 
gerents make available the cash 
to pay for them and the ships to 
carry them across the ‘Atlantic. 
Under the existing legislation, 
which the President has protested, 
it is perfectly permissible for 
Americans to sell wheat, cotton, 
copper, steel and other raw mate- 
rinla to belligerents and to ship

ammunition or other implements

President Roosevelt has request- 
ed, in effect, that the United States 
abandons the incongruous Neut- 
rality Act, which has controlled 
much of the foreign policy of the 
country since 1937, and reverts to 
International Law. : 
Under International Law it 
would be permissible for Ameri- 
cans’ to soll war implements to 
betligerents, providing the belli- 
gerents make available tho cash 
to pay for them and the ships to 
carry’ them across the Atlantic, 
Under the existing legislation, 
which the President has protested, 
{t is perfectly permissible for 
Americans to scll wheat, cotton, 
copper, steel and other raw matc- 
‘rials -to—belligerents -and--to—ship 
these supplies to them in Ameri- 
ean ships, sending American 
vessels into the war zone. Yet 
it ig not permissible to ship guns, 
ammunition or. other implements 
of war to countries engaged In the 
conflict.
